Mr. Halatead commented on the paper,

thoiiirht hi* dntv «a do so. It would lie a 
dereliction of duty to allow Mr. ('amp- 
bell to lie elected if ho wi're coiiiiocted 
with tlie liallot-bux contract. As a 
lourn ili^t Mr. llal>tejul said hi- would 
oe nl lilted to make u^v of it. 

Shortly after tliis tho governor de- 
livered a speech in which he spoke of the 
l>allot-bo.x bill, stating that it required 
the iittoniey general to pafcha.se within 
thirty days* after the passage of the bill, 
a baliot-oox for every .election ptwoinct in 
the United States, uid that the attorney 
general had no altematlTe but to pur- 
chase the Hall A Wood company's box. 
He did not mention Mr. Campbelfs nam* 
in this connection. 

He SBW Mr. Halstead ai.,'ain, and the 
latter asked tor a photographic copy of 
the paper, wliicli tlie witness ^;;ive him. 
Mr. Halstead tip to that time had no 
delhiite plan- for iisin;^ the jiaper. 

The witne.->s then fold of his earlier 
connection with W(K)d. Ma\or Mosby 
refused to ;ippoiiit th« latter smoke in- 
Hpectoroii account of <diaiKes auainst 
him.

CuPcnnfATi, Jan. IS.— A frightfol 

railroad accident (K-curred on the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad Just 
north of tliis city, yestcnlay even^g. 
Aoeommodation trahi Na 77, laaviaff 
Olendato at %M standard Mma and &m 
atCinoinnati at 7:10, arrived at Winton 
Place twelve minntes behind time. Its 
schedtde was 6:42. It arrived shortly 
before 7 o'clock, and proceeded on its 
way to the city after a short stop. 
Shortly alter it left Winton Place, the 
Strong engine pulling the Monun C3ll> 
cag:i> vi'stibiile train came insight. 

'i liu >tatiiin iiReiit at Winloii Place put 
out the bio. k si;;nal for if t<.> stop there, 
but it was t<M) late. The operator at 
Carthage, w lio should have signaled, 
failed to ilo so. Kngiiieer Coakley saw 
the sign il ami put his hand to tho tlirot- 
tle to slop the engine, but the great 
ina.sH of iron, which uxcels in power and 
si>eed any oiln r locomotive, dashed in 
imder almost full headway. He pressed 
down in vain: and, not knowing that 
there was danger ahead, he probably did 
nut pay any particular attention to tiba 
fact that the engine was not stopping. 

Suddenly, about a quarter of a mila 
beyond Winton Place, the accommoda- 
tion, traveling at its leislirely rate, came 
in sight. The engineer made a last vain 
but desper.ite eifort. The Harwiu re- 
fused to sto|> sudileiily, but dashed 
Ttiajesficallv on to destroy the obstacle 
ill its tia< k. and l-iieinan William 
Piacker ;uinped from the engine, as did 
also the engineer. lUit Fireman John 
Mcdreer} siuck to his post. Tliera was 
a crash, a jar that onlj' slight 1\ Jostled 
pa.sseiij;t )> in the vestibule, and the ac- 
conimod.ii il 111 wjis a MTeck. 

The great engine (ilowed under the 
rear coach, and sent it crashing through 
the one immeiliately in fmnt. 

The accommodation engine Jumped 
forwaril at the first shock and severed 
itself from the res^of the train, bursting 
its coupUng and rushing on ahead, leav- 
ing the train to its fate. The two lint 
cars were uninjured. The third one was 
badly smashed, and the fourth and fifth 
were telescoped into each other. 

There were not more than thirty pas- 
sengers ou the a<^comiii(Hliitioii train, the 
last coach containing about twelve. 
Among tlie.^e were Corn ha t or Wether- 
bete. Hut immi dialely the in; eiise,-,t ex- 
citement prevailed. .VII i)a>.si ugeis who 
could ruslieil from the coa< he^. women 
Bcrcaiiieil. men slioiited. and there was 
nothing present to any mind but the 
overwhelming .seii.se of disaster. 

To add to the horror of the situation, 
the wrecked cai^s almost immediately 
took tire. With lightning rapidity the 
Humes s)»rpa<l , rendering the work of 
rescuing tlio>eof the in )ured in the last 
three cars of the accommodation an im- 
possibility. In the dames three peopla 
are known to have perished, and it is 
feared that the fatal list will greatly ex- 
ceed that numlier.

CUT OUT HIS BLACK HEART, 

A ChrUtUn Murder* an Athalak to M« 
I Worl«or Him. 

! Madoom, Wis.. Jan. 18.— JohnKuhoi, 
who murdered ui bed-fellow and warm 

i personal friend, William Christen, in a 
cheese factory in Priinroee, this county, 
on l»e<- IJ. 1B«H, and then fled to 
Eiiglauil, where he was nrn>Ht«^d, has 
pleaded guilty and Im-cii sentenced to 
state prison for life. He says that for 
some months previous to the murder he 
and (Jhristen had been together at the 
factory. They ware friendly, exoe 
that Christen was ia the habil d 
ing religious wWewi, ttUM 
Kuhni much annoyanee. 

On Dec. 18 Kuhni read a chapter fi 
the Bible about David, and Christen re> 
Tiled the Hebrew king. Then he went 
to bed and fell asleep, the men having 
joined in a drink to "reelors peace^ 
Kuhni began to refleot that his compan- 
ion, being very wicked, would be better 
dead than alive. The more he thought 
of this, the more he was Anally con- 
vinced that Christen ought to die. So at 
10 o'clock he got out of bed and seized a 
heavy stick ol woo<l with a sharp knot 
on one rnd. lie returned to the bed- 
room and hro.ight the hludg'^on down on 
the viclim - face, t 'hrisi' n sprang; out 
<.if bed and aueiupted to defend himself 
but the biUel wf wood descended again 
on his skull and he fell back. 

Kuhni administered several more 
crushing blows, beating the life out of 
his vlotun. Then he dragged tiie body 
into the cellar where he cut the head off 
with an ax. Taking out his knife he 
began to cut up the body with the view 
of seeing whether Christen's heart was 
black. He succeeded in removmg the 
organ and declares that it had indeed 
begun to turn black. He also removed 
the lungs and other organs. Then he 
put the body in a sat k and buried it. 
The heart he placed in another grave, 
after whii h he knelt and played that 
Christen m.^hi he niercitiiily di alf with 
in the other world, lie also prayed to 
bo feiuiven hinisclf if he had acted 

wrongfully. 

Ho buried tlie heart separate from the 
body, bejause he tiiought if the heart 
should go to hell, the body would be 
safe from such a fate. Tlie head, liver 
and other organs were put into another 
bag and thrown into the Sugar river, 
where they were found by boys dshing. 
He spent Tbtusday iaoMaringup the 
tiaces of his crime and on Friday left 
the country. 

Kuhni is believed by his attorneys to 
have been influenced to commit the 
crime throuiih religious zeal, and yet 
they think hiiu eiitu'elv responsiblo fi^r 
his deed. Kuhni is aliout »4 years old,

Bethlelieiii,'' was to make its a])|>eur- 
ance; but as this statement has been 
made several times since ittM, when the 
star was looked fur hy tome astrono- 
mers, there is doubtleee nothing in it. 
Tbe star was the one diacovered by 
lychoBrahe in 1572, and waa named 
for him. It appeared auite auddenlv in 
the oonatellation of CaHnopeia. an4 bad 
brilliency greater than that of any of 
the planets— ao much so that it was 
visible in the daytime. 

"It was b:'lieved by some that tliis star 
hatl appeared in ll»e same position ;!1"2 
years before, or in I'JIiO; and, assiimin)^ 
this intervale it .ippearunce to lie correct, 
it would li.ne lieeli visible about the 
time of tile ( iiiistian era, and it was 
thus tenia d tlie star of Hetliicliem. If 
its return w.i . aftt r .11'^ years, tlie timo 
of its ii'ap|ieaiaiice would have been in 
itSB t, iiiit notliiMK lias yet been seen of 
it. biuch a plienomena at the i)resent 
day would have the highest value to as- 
tronomical science, for by tiie use of 
modern instruitienta olwervations coiUd 
be taken and information gathered (hat 
would be of the gi'eateat aasistanoe in a 
•eiiesof e.vperiments now in progress.
